President's Address 


@ Delivered before the House of Delegates of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society at the 90th An. 
nual Sessions by Dr. Victor Frank, of Philadelphia, 
President of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, 
May 21, 1958 at Harrisburg. 


Teun President admits it is difficult to write a yearly report when 
he has been in office only a third of a year. If and when the new 
Constitution goes into effect, his report will cover a year’s activity. 

These four months have been packed with challenges to Penn- 
sylvania dentists. However, I wish to say that the amount of con- 
structive work done in this short tenure, by the society, the chairmen, 
and members is not only praiseworthy but is enormous. To you all, 
Chairmen of committees and workers in the ranks, I want to express 
my sincere thanks and appreciation. 













This report I will divide into three 
parts: 
1. Resume of current activities. 
2. Summary of what I believe 
should be the State Society’s 
philosophy. 
3. A series of recommendations 
for the future. 


Under current activities, probably a 
dramatic activity has been the hear- 
ing and committee meetings to revise 
the Dental Act. This committee has 
done yeoman work. It should be 
emphasized that their objective was 
to study the existing Act, hear from 
the membership, analyze the recom- 
mendations, then present their find- 
ings to the reference committee, and 
later to the delegates for their con- 
sideration. We earnestly recommend 
that you familiarize yourself, either 
with the written report, or attend the 


reference committee’s meeting, so that 
you can vote intelligently upon the 
report. Naturally, your actions will 
guide the legislative committee in ef- 
forts to secure a revision of the aet. 


Hospital Dental Service Commit- 
tee has had a productive four months. 
In the meetings of the Blue Cross 
Corporation of Philadelphia these men 
were able to remove the provision 
which would have excluded most of 
the patients who needed dental sur- 
gery from hospitalization benefits. 
Simultaneously, Ray Cobaugh worked 
in conjunction with the Pittsburgh 
dentists who had a similar problem; 
and we believe there, also, the re- 
striction will be prevented. Over the 
years this committee and the Board of 
Trustees has studied the problem of 
Dental Hospitals. This committee 
will bring in recommendations that 
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the State Society set up standards 
and procedures necessary to accredit 
‘Dental Hospitals.” This has been a 
highly controversial subject and prob- 
lem. However, the time is now pro- 
pitious for us to establish the ma- 
chinery for State Dental Society ac- 
ereditation which could work with the 
State of Pennsylvania, the sole au- 
thority to license such facilities. In 
my opinion, this would constitute a 
forward going step. 


Dental Trade and Laboratory Re- 
lations Committee have gone on rec- 
ord with the Dental Laboratory As- 
sociation of Pennsylvania as opposing 
the “Denturist Bill” and the meetings 
that they have held shows that we 
are working harmoniously together. 


Council on Dental Health — We 
have participated at the national level 
in their meetings with our Chairman 
and Secretary of the State Society in 
attendance at the Chicago meeting in 
April. We are coordinating our work 
with the American Dental Association. 
The Committee has examined films 
with the idea of enlarging the library 
of the State Society. They have also 
set up several sub-committees: 


A. The Dental Care for Organized 
Groups. 

This committee presents great 
potential for activity of the 
State Society. 

B. A Sub-Committee to develop 
principles for the School Health 
Program. 

The preliminary work of this 
committee has already been 
approved and advanced by 
the Secretary of Health, State 
of Pennsylvania. 


The Cancer Committee has made 
arrangements for a series of five, one 
day “Cancer Seminars for Dentists” 
throughout the State. The expenses 





for the Society will be minimal, as the 
Cancer Society and the Pennsylvania 
State Health Department are sharing 
the costs. 


The Insurance Committee has had 
the central office make a survey of 
existing contracts and a comparison 
with the policies in similar organi- 
zations. My own observations about 
insurance which the State Dental So- 
ciety should endorse are somewhat at 
variance with prior policies. I believe 
that we should have a comprehensive 
study of existing policies and either 
through the help of an insurance coun- 
selor or some impartial organization 
we should authorize a study and an 
evaluation of the efficacy of the poli- 
cies the State Society now endorses. 
Under philosophy a bit later I would 
like to suggest that we thoroughly ex- 
plore what should be the philosophy 
of the State Society toward insurance. 
Do we as a State Society, feel that 
we owe our members policies; retire- 
ment funds; various insurance poli- 
cies; etc.? Having determined where 
our responsibilities lie we could then 
intelligently recommend policies to 
accomplish these ends. 


Other committees have been estab- 
lished which are just starting their 
activities. I trust their usefulness will 
be shown by the report at the next 
annual meeting. In as much as the 
delegates have the authority to con- 
tinue Special Committees vs. Standing 
Committees I would ask that the dele- 
gates approve the Special Committees 
that I have appointed on— 


I. Oral Surgery and Exodontia 
II. Periodontia 
III. Care for the Handicapped Child. 


From the report of the work of com- 
mittees during the past four months 
and before recommendations for the 





coming year, let us turn to the ques- 
tion of our philosophy of dentistry on 
a long range basis. Webster’s Diction- 
ary gives a definition of philosophy as 
“A system of Principles for guidance 


in practical affairs.” Have we in the 
State Society ever considered together 
our philosophy for the future? Should 
dentistry just concern itself with teeth 
and the oral cavity? Should it relate 
to the whole man? Should dentistry 
relate to the whole community and 
serve community projects? 


I would like to urge to the dele- 
gates that in the very near future the 
philosophy of the State Society be 
reviewed to more clearly indicate the 
direction the State Society should 
take. This can only be done if we 
really review our basic positions on 
many matters. Now I would like to 
make a series of recommendations. 





R dation +1 
ACCREDITATION OF 
DENTAL HOSPITALS 


That we adopt a program to ac- 
credit a Dental Hospital. The Hospi- 
tal Dental Service Committee has set 
up what are fair criteria for a well 
run small hospital and I believe we 
owe it to the ethical and ambitious 
men of our society who desire to estab- 
lish a Dental Hospital. Such aceredi- 
tation by the State Society could go 
hand in hand with the licensing by the 
State of Pennsylvania. 





R dation #2 
BLUE CROSS 


That we evaluate our position as it 
relates to Blue Cross and state in 
positive terms our attitudes. Blue 
Cross is constantly before the public 
and has a responsibility to the public. 
While Medicine has voiced its feelings, 
and recently raised a large sum of 


money for a survey, Dentistry has not 
taken a stand on its position. I recog. 
nize that taking a stand presents q 
hazard; but surely, as participants 
who have patients admitted to hospi- 
tals, and as recipient policy holders, 
we would be derelict if we did not 
form an opinion. Should we advocate 
greater benefits, or reduced ones to 
just “Hotel Care”? Your Society can- 
not arrive at any decision without 
careful, thorough study and _intelli- 
gent appraisal. 


Recommendation +3 
REFRESHER COURSES 


That we authorize a committee to 
study the necessity for Refresher 
Courses as they relate to the retention 
of dental licensure. This was one of 
the items studied by the committee on 
possible revision of the Dental Aet. 
Their recommendation was that this 
matter be studied by a special com- 
mittee. I earnestly recommend that 
you authorize the appointment of such 
a committee. 


R dation +4 
INSURANCE FOR MEMBERS 


That we decide the type of insur- 
ance the State Society owes its mem- 
bership to sponsor. It is my belief 
that too frequently we follow the lines 
of least resistance. When policies were 
offered to the Society at little or no 
cost to the Society, we frequently 
adopted them. This I feel is funda- 
mentally wrong. We should decide 
the type of insurance we of the State 
Society owe our membership to spon- 
sor. To be specific, let us ask, do we 
as a State Organization owe our mem- 
bership A Group Endowment Policy? 
This kind of questioning will answer 
what type of policies we, as an organ- 
ization, sponsor. 
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2 dotion #5 
THE NEW CONSTITUTION 
That we reject the provision in the 

yew Constitution which requires the 

President to appoint a committee 

chairman from the one or two senior 

members of the committee. The new 

Constitution calls for rotation of 

Chairmen of Committees yearly. I 

feel this is a weak provision. Many 

Committees need the experienced 

sidance of a Chairman who thor- 

oughly knows the background of 
activity from years’ experience. Also, 
it restricts the incoming Presidents to 
the extent that he can appoint only : 

man who will be chairman five years 
later. He should have the authority 
to choose his own Chairman since the 
success of his administration depends 
on the activity and cooperation he re- 
ceives from the Chairman. (The new 
Constitution will not affect either the 
present President or the President- 
Elect as we can control the appoint- 
ment of men who will be Chairman 
this year and next.) However, future 
Presidents will suffer. I suggest that 
you seriously consider changing this 
provision, and suggest there be a limi- 
tation of three years in succession as 
Chairman. This will assure the demo- 
cratic process of change, and will have 
the strength of possible longer service 
as Chairman; and continue the re- 
sponsibility of the President over the 
Chairmen of Committees. 


R dation +6 
POWER OF THE PRESIDENT 

That the power of the President to 
appoint specific committees without 
the necessity of clearance with the 
Board of Trustees and the House of 
Delegates be clearly defined. Although 
the President has the power to appoint 
such Committees as he desires their 
functions I personally would appreci- 
ate and welcome hearing your view on 














the necessity of new and old commit- 
tees; and will be guided by your in- 
struction. 





R dation 7 
ACTION OF THE HOUSE 


That the delegates take definitive 
action on all matters pertaining to 
the welfare of the Society. You may 
hesitate to express your views. What 
ever the reason, too frequently you 
have abrogated your rights and privi- 
leges to be heard. When you “receive” 
a report, you have not taken any 
action and are really passing the buck 
to either the President or the Board of 
Trustees in their ad-interim capacity. 
Surely as representative to the many 
groups in the state, you should make 
your thoughts known and give definite 
instructions to the officers and trustees 
as to the course of action you desire. 

Appreciation and thanks are always 
so formal that it’s hard to express my 
own appreciation to every one. I 
purposely am not citing all the men, 
but rather I want to thank categories. 
First, I want to thank the entire mem- 
bership for the privilege of serving as 
President. I want to thank the Trus- 
tees for their cooperation and for 
allowing me the privilege of experi- 
menting a bit. Also, I want to thank 
the Chairman and members of all 
committees who have worked so will- 
ingly during my tenure. The central 
office and particularly Ray Cobaugh 
for his willing and constructive help 
in many situations and problems. One 
phrase of his sticks with me—i.e.— 
That “I probably was the most naive 

President he has had to serve under.” 
With his help and my determination 
to drive for certain objectives, I hope 
that if I’m re-elected, we will be able 
to achieve accomplishment of some of 
these projects to which you have given 
approval. Your attendance at this 





meeting speaks well for the success for 
the annual meeting; and I want to 
thank Bill Manning as General Chair- 
man, and all the committee chairmen 
under him and their workers that have 
worked so hard to make this meeting 
a success; also the editor of the jour- 
nal and central office again, who has 
helped make your journal a worth- 
while magazine. I recommend and 
ask that you read the journal regu- 
larly and keep informed of Society 
activities. Too frequently men ask 
information about activities that have 
already been completely explained in 
the journal. Naturally, this shows 
that they really have not read the 
journal. Humorously, I may say that 
at least in reading this Presidential 
Report, I’m sure that more people 
will hear it than may read it. Finally,

first part was a resume of the current 
activities of our society since he took 
office and was read before this House 
at the opening meeting and will in 
all probability be printed in the Jour- 
nal, your committee felt that it was 
not necessary to take your time in 
commenting once again on these ae- 
tivities. However, before we comment 
on the President’s recommendations, 
we recommend that the House of 
Delegates approve the Special Com- 
mittees that he has recently appointed, 
namely: 
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}. Oral Surgery and Exodontia 

2. Periodontia 

3. Care for the Handicapped Child. 

Mr. President, we respectfully re- 
quest the House to take action on our 
reeommendations. Our President, in 
his quest of a philosophy to guide the 
state society’s course in the future is 
one with which we all agree. In our 
opinion, the dentist should have a 
fairly complete interest and knowl- 
edge of the body as a whole and not 
confine his interest entirely to the 
teeth and oral cavity. The more con- 
versant the average dentist is with 
systemic disease and ailments of the 
body outside of the oral cavity, the 
more able he is to serve on community 
health boards, hospital staffs and other 
activities where the physician and the 
dentist meet on a common ground. 
Just how much or how little certainly 
requires a complete study, and your 
comittee is not in a position to give 
any answers but would recommend 
the appointment of a committee to 
make a thorough study of just what 
our philosophy should include. 

With the permission of the House, 
the committee would like permission 
to start with recommendation #7. 

Dr. Frank made seven specific 
recommendations which we will now 
consider. 

1. ACCREDITATION OF 
DENTAL HOSPITALS 

In order to avoid repetition before 
the House, Recommendation #1 con- 
cerning the accreditation of Dental 
Hospitals was discussed by this com- 
mittee and further pursued in a joint 
meeting with the Resolutions Commit- 
tee and the conclusions reached will 
be presented by that committee. 

2. BLUE CROSS 

It was very evident when we started 
to study the problem of Blue Cross 
as it is related to the dental profession 


that the members of the state society 
have different ideas and attitudes with 
regard to the program. We are cogni- 
zant of the fact that there are five 
separate and distinet Blue Cross 
Corporations operating within the 
bounds of the Commonwealth and 
who have problems distinctive to their 
respective areas. We recommend that 
a thorough study and appraisal of our 
attitudes toward Blue Cross be made; 
and are in accord with the President 
that such action should be taken and 
we further suggest that a committee 
with representatives from each of the 
five districts where Blue Cross Corpo- 
rations are in operation be appointed 
to study this vital problem with the 
ultimate aim that a dental represen- 
tative be appointed to each of the 
five existing boards of directors where 
Blue Cross is in operation. We are of 
the opinion that after a committee 
reports its findings that one of the 
ways to insure a successful handling 
of dental aspects of Blue Cross is to 
insist that we have a dentist on their 
board. We recommend that a com- 
mittee such as we mentioned above be 
appointed to study the overall picture 
of Blue related to 
dentistry. 
3. REFRESHER COURSES 

To again avoid repetition before the 
House, Recommendation #3 concern- 
ing Refresher Courses was discussed 
by this committee and further pursued 
in a joint meeting with the committee 
on Officers, Boards and special Com- 
mittees, the conclusions reached will 
be presented by that committee. 


4. INSURANCE FOR MEMBERS 
We whole-heartedly agree with Dr. 
Frank’s philosophy and recommen- 
dations that we are certainly obligated 
to make certain that we have selected 
the best type of insurance for our 
membership because it will make our

society a much stronger organization 
in the eyes of our members. We might 
add that a similar resolution was pro- 
posed one year ago and the chairman 
of the Insurance Committee with the 
help of the central office had a survey 
started to examine existing contracts 
and a comparison made with the poli- 
cies in similar organizations. How- 
ever, in light of the changing trends 
and such agencies as social security 
now available to the dentist which did 
not exist in the past, we recommend 
that the Insurance Committee be au- 
thorized to hire an insurance counselor 
possibly a professor of insurance at 
one of the universities of the common- 
wealth or some impartial organization 
to make a thorough study of the vari- 
ous types of insurance whether they be 
life, health and accident, or endow- 
ment, that could be made available to 
our members. We also suggest, if 
practical and feasible, that a panel 
discussion on insurance be included 
in the program of next year’s annual 
mee? ing. 


5. THE NEW CONSTITUTION 

In order to avoid repetition before 
the House, recommendation #5 con- 
cerning the new constitution was dis- 
cussed by this committee and further 
pursued in a joint meeting with the 
Committee on Officers, Boards and 
Special Committees and the conclu- 
sions reached will be presented by that 
committee. 


6. POWER OF THE PRESIDENT 

In order to again avoid repetition 
before the House, recommendation #6 
concerning the power of the President 
was discussed by this committee and 
further pursued in a joint meeting 
with the Committee of Officers, Boards 
and Special Committees and the con- 
clusions reached will be presented by 
that committee. 


7. ACTION OF THE HOUSE 

Our President has brought out g 
point that I am sure various interested 
and thoughtful members of this House 
have thought of in the past and that 
is that very often the delegates do 
not take enough definitive action on 
all matters that come before the House 
pertaining to the welfare of the so- 
ciety. Your presence here today at 
this meeting of the House of Dele- 
gates demonstrates that you are dedi- 
cated and have a deep interest in or- 
ganized dentistry. Your presence alse 
indicated that you were selected by 
your colleagues in your respective dis- 
tricts because they felt you were best 
qualified to represent them in this 
very important body of our state so- 
ciety. Too often reports are just re- 
ceived with no positive or negative 
action on the part of the House and 
while we realize that there are certain 
matters that necessarily have to be 
received without definitive action, we 
agree with our President that in some 
instances, the members of the House 
do not make use of the prerogatives 
granted them under our Constitution 
and By-Laws. We must realize. also, 
as you no doubt do, that the Officers 
and Board of Trustees are directed to 
carry out the recommendations of the 
House of Delegates and if you do 
not take positive or negative action, 
then it leaves vour Officers and Board 
of Trustees free to make the decisions 
on matters which you do not take a 
positive or negative stand. We have 
an outstanding office here in Harris- 
burg and under the able direction of 
our most efficient Executive Secretary 
Ray Cobaugh, and his very capable 
office staff, you receive an agenda of 
the annual meeting as well as a report 
of various existing committees which 
you should read very carefully so that

of dental care to the greatest nur. er 
of people. 

We appreciate the comments and 
recommendations made in the letter 
from Dr. Berwyn F. Mattison, past 
Secretary of Health, State of Pennsyl- 
vania, and also the letter from Gover- 
nor George M. Leader proclaiming 
February 2-8 as Children’s Dental 
Health Week. This proclamation is 
the first that the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society has ever received at 
the state level. We also appreciate 
the letter of reply from Harold B. 
Gardner, M.D., Secretary of the Medi- 
cal Society of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, to the communication from 
Ray Cobaugh, Executive Secretary of 
the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
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ciety, on the matter of fluoridation of 
communal water supply for the pre- 
vention of dental caries. 


1. State-wide Public Relations De- 
partment employing professional 
personnel 

We approve the employment of 
professional personnel for the pro- 
motion of state-wide public re'a- 
tions on dental health. 


2. Evaluating the Pennsylvania 
Health Council, to which all health 
agencies belong—Regarding its at- 
titude to dental problems 


We should cooperate with the 
Pennsylvania Health Council, es- 
pecially on dental health problems. 


3. Newsletter 

We approve of the newsletter be- 
ing sent to all district chairmen on 
the Council of Dental Health and 
we also recommend that local so- 
cieties in the state make full use of 
the educational material which is 
issued by the ADA office. The re- 
lease of this material to newspapers, 
radio and television stations and 
also the direct distribution of this 
material to patients. 
4. Re-evaluating assistance 

There should be a restudy of the 
entire public assistance program 
from the dental standpoint and a 
revision of the fees upward. 

5 and 6. Medicare and O.A.S.I. 


It is recommended that a study 
be made of the Dade County, Flor-

hold our opinion regarding Medi- 
care and O.A.8.I. until the policy of 
the ADA is announced. 


State Dental Council and Examining Board 

We wish to express our appreciation 
to the retiring members of the State 
Dental Council and Examining Board 
for the many years of faithful service. 

After a lengthy discussion, a recom- 
mendation was made for an increase 
of fee for the examiners. 


Dental Trade and Laboratory Relations 

1. We have learned that it is still 
a common practice for dentists to send 
patients to the commercial labora- 
tories. This practice should be dis- 
continued. 

2. We urge more cooperation on the 
part of dentists and laboratories in 
compliance with the Prescription Act, 
including laboratories outside of this 
State. 


Legislative and Law Enforcement 
We recommend a revision of the 
wording of the dental law so as to 
prevent advertising regarding prices 
or payment plans, which seems to be 
permissible under the present law. 


Professional Liaison 

Because of reported abuses of the 
system, we recommend more cooper- 
ation on the part of dentists with 
school authorities in checking on the 
matter of excusal cards for students 
requiring dental services. We suggest 
that the dentist should report to the 
school authorities whether or not the 
student has actually been treated.

Division of Dental Health Report 

Every member of our profession 
should be vitally interested in the field 
of publie dental health. This report 
indicates a lack of sufficient personnel 
to properly carry out the objectives of 
this department. This Reference 
Committee recommends the referral 
of this problem to the Legislative 
Committee with the view of their con- 
sidering the matter of increasing sala- 
ries of personnel in the Division of 
Dental Health to attractive levels. It 
is encouraging to note in connection 
with examination of school children 
that there has been some improvement 
in the percentage of corrective treat- 
ment over the past ten-year period. 

It is regrettable that more progress 
has not been made in the field of 
fluoridation of public water supplies 
during the past year since this ob- 
viously is our first and best line of 
defense against dental caries at this 
time. Continued effort should be ex- 
pended in this area of publie dental 
health. 

Cancer Committee Report 

We concur in plans to hold a series 
of one-day “Cancer Seminars for Den- 
tists” in five areas in Pennsylvania, 
namely, Pittsburgh, Erie, Johnstown, 
Lancaster or Harrisburg, and Phila- 
delphia, patterned after the conference 
conducted so successfully last year in

Allentown. The attendance and inter- 
est displayed at this meeting, indi- 
cated that seminars of this type area 
step in the direction of better prepar- 
ing members of our profession for the 
early detection of this dread disease— 
a critical factor in its successful treat- 
ment. 


Report cf Dental Act Survey Committee 

We wish to commend the Dental 
Act Survey Committee on its report 
to the delegates. As you know, this 
committee was formed in response to 
a Resolution at last year’s annual 
meeting. The original resolution sug- 
gested three members but this was en- 
larged to six because of the amount 
of work. The Open Hearing whieh 
was held on March 2, 1958 in Harris- 
burg showed the tremendous amount 
of interest in strengthening the Dental 
Act. The Committee proposes a num- 
ber of recommendations which were 
thoroughly discussed at the Reference 
Committee’s open meeting. This meet- 
ing again showed the interest of the 
delegates by the number attending 
and in the discussions. 

Your Reference Committee took 
into consideration all of the various 
arguments and hereby offers the fol- 
lowing amendments to the recom- 
mendations of the Dental Act Survey 
Committee. 
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Recommendation #1—The word 
“medicament” should be substituted 
for the words “sodium fluoride” in 
Section II (f) and insert “and ap- 
proved” after the word “defined.” 
This section would then read as fol- 
lows: “medicament, as defined and 
approved by the board... whatever.” 





Recommendation #2—Section 2 
—Definitions. Change to read: A per- 
son engages in the practice of dentistry 
within the meaning of the Act who 
diagnoses, treats, operates on or pre- 
scribes for any disease, pain or injury, 
or regulates any deformity or physical 
condition, of the human teeth, jaws, 
or associated structures, and conducts 
a physical evaluation and administers 
anesthetic agents, or fits, constructs, 
and inserts any artificial appliance, 
plate or denture for the human teeth 
or jaws. Change the last sentence of 
Section 2, paragraph 1: The term 
“Practice of Dentistry does not in- 
clude,” change to “Practice of Den- 
tistry does not preclude.” 


Recommendation #+3—We concur 
in the recommendation of the commit- 
tee concerning raising the penalties for 
a violation of the prescription section 
of the law. We recommend that the 
penalties described in Section 11.1 (e) 
be altered so as to equal the penalties 
for violations of any other part of the 
dental law. We also wish to further 
recommend a study of the present law 
on prescriptions with the view to 
strengthening the law in order that 
convictions would be obtainable under 
the law; specifically, authority for a 
legal officer to gather evidence at the 
time of inspection. 

In the open meeting, the first dis- 
cussion was to prohibit all advertising, 
period. However, after further dis- 
cussion, there was considerable feeling 
that the unethical laboratory is of 





prime importance and should be our 
first consideration at this time. It 
was pointed out that to include the 
matter of prohibition of advertising 
would lead to a vulnerable situation 
in the Dental Act which would be met 
by organized opposition. In that case, 
the entire bill might be defeated, so 
the matter resolves to a decision of 
priority or choice as to the legislation 
we feel most desirable at this point. 


Recommendation #+4—As recom- 
mended by the Dental Act Survey 
Committee, this decision should be left 
to the Legislative Committee as to 
timing. This we concur in: 


“Total prohibition of advertising 
should become a part of the dental 
law, but that the society permit the 
Legislative Committee to make the 
determination of the proper time when 
this shall be introduced into the legis- 
lature and further that this committee 
be instructed to consult counsel for 
the Pennsylvania State Dental Society 
about the best wording of this section.” 


Raising of Penalties for Violations 
Recommendation #5 — Penalties 
for violation of the dental law be in- 
creased as high as thought practicable 
in the eyes of the Legislative Com- 
mittee. 


Rights of Dentists to Sign Death Certificates 

Recommendation #6 — No at- 
tempt to modify the dental law to in- 
clude the right of dentists to sign a 
death certificate be made at this time. 

Specialty Licensure 

Recommendation #7 — No at- 
tempt to modify the dental law be 
sought at this time involving the 
licensure of specialists and groups. 
Individuals or groups interested in 


specialty licensure should present a 
workable plan to the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society coincidental to 





the institution of a program whereby 
designation of specialists could be 
achieved by some agency other than 
the Commonwealth. 
Stete Dental Council and Examining Board 
After considerable discussion at the 
Reference Committee meeting, it was 
felt that this reeommendation was not 
strong enough and the Committee 
offers the following as a substitute: 


Recommendation #8 — |. Sepa- 
ration of the Healing Arts group from 
the licensure groups. 

2. Earmarking the licensure funds 
of the Healing Arts group for its 
own law enforcement 

3. A higher licensure fee, if neces- 
sary, to support the law enforce- 


ment of the Healing Arts De- 
partment. 
4. The assignment of adequately 


trained special investigators to 
the professional group to enforce 
the Dental Law. 
(It has come to the attention of 
your committee since the hearings 
that steps are being taken along 
these lines, in the Department of 
Publie Instruction.)

Recommendation #9 — That a 
special committee be set up further to 
explore the feasibility of setting up ¢ 
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system to bring a systematic post. 
graduate training program into being 

This Committee concurs with the 
concluding statements of the Dental 
Act Survey Committee. We have tried 
to present you with a majority opinion 
of the participants in this discussion, 
This whole problem will, by necessity, 
be referred to the Legislative Commit- 
tee for further action.

The Committee concurs with the in- 
tent of the proposed resolution. The 
Committee submits the following sub- 
stitute resolution which contains the 
full intent of the resolution submitted 
by the Council on Dental Health but 
in which the wording has been altered: 





Resolved That the House of Dele- 
gates of the Pennsylvania State Den- 
tal Society instruct its Insurance 
Committee to negotiate with the vari- 
ous insurers of children in the school 
districts and other insurance carriers 
to amend their policies to cover not 
only the immediate treatment of teeth 
accidentally lost or injured, but also 
the more lasting replacement or re- 
storation of these teeth at such time 
when the insured is of a sufficiently 
mature age to permit such replace- 
ment or restoration. And be it further 


Resolved that a copy of this reso- 
lution be sent to the American Dental 
Association. 


Resolution—Lehigh Valley Dental Society 

There are actually five resolutions 
involved in this document. The Com- 
mittee will submit them for your 
action one at a time. 

However, before doing so, the Com- 
mittee would like to present for your 
consideration a brief discussion of the 
basie purpose of the Blue Shield or- 
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ganization, its method of operation 
and its significance to the dental pro- 
fession. We don’t conceive of Blue 
Shield as having been primarily or- 
ganized for the purpose of increasing 
the earnings of its participating doc- 
tors. It is a non-profit insurance plan 
—a voluntary insurance plan, through 
which families of modest income 
might, by prepayment, insure them- 
selves against the catastrophic costs of 
illness and surgery. The premiums 
have been developed from actuarial 
data about the incidence of each type 
of operation or illness. The account- 
ing system of Blue Shield is set up on 
the basis of procedures that are cov- 
ered and of the fees paid for them. 
Any increase in the fees or in the num- 
ber of procedures covered must in- 
evitably lead to a higher cost of the 
policy. 

The Committee believes that the 
participating doctors benefit from 
Blue Shield because it provides and 
pays for health care to people who 
otherwise might not have been able to 
receive or pay for this service. In 
the provision of service to these low- 
income people lies the essential value 
of Blue Shield. Anything that we do 
to make this service more costly or 
less attainable to low-income families 
will work to our disadvantage. For 
these people must receive health care. 
They prefer to get it under a volun- 


If they can not 


tary private plan. 
get it this way, they will get it under 
a compulsory government plan. 
Against this background, the Com- 
mittee considered the resolutions. 


Resolution #1. The dental fee sched- 
ule in the Plan should be revised. 

A comparison of the fees paid by 
Blue Shield for the insured dental 
procedures with the fees received by 
private practitioners for the same 
procedures performed in a hospital, as 
indicated by the dental fee survey 
conducted by the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society in 1957, indicates that 
the Blue Shield fees are generally as 
high as the fees in private practice. 

In view of this fact, the Committee 
is of the opinion that a request for 
an increase in Blue Shield fees would 
be unsound. We, therefore, recom- 
mend the rejection of this resolution. 


Resolution #2. A dentist must be 
a member in good standing of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society 
to qualify for participation in Blue 
Shield. 

The Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety is not a government agency. No 
state law can require membership in 
a body which is not a part of the 
Commonwealth's official family. Any 
dentist licensed in Pennsylvania is 
eligible for participation in Blue 
Shield, provided he has a_ hospital 
affiliation permitting him to perform 
his services. To attempt to add mem- 
bership in the State Society as a re- 
quirement would be a gesture that is 
against the law and, therefore, futile. 

We recommend the rejection of this 
resolution. 


Resolution #3. To pay for a selected 
number of dental operations per- 
formed in the office. 

There is validity to the argument 
that if Blue Shield were to pay for 
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some services performed in the office, 
the cost of hospitalization and the 
demand for beds would be reduced. 
However, the dental profession wil] 
have to earn for itself a better repu- 
tation for being able to police its ranks 
against abuses, before such a request 
could be made. The vast majority of 
dentist participants are upright and 
conscientious men. The abuses, while 
small in proportion, are disruptive and 
costly. The profession will have to 
find a way to eliminate all abuses be- 
fore it can come to Blue Shield with 
a new proposal to pay for services 
rendered in a private office. 

We recommend the rejection of this 
resolution. 


Resolution #4. That where alveo- 
lectomies are done, extraction of teeth 
should be paid for, and permissible in 
the dental office. 

This resolution attempts to reverse 
completely the original intent of the 
Blue Shield program. Originally, Blue 
Shield intended payment only for al- 
veolectomies performed at a_ time 
other than that when teeth were ex- 
tracted. Blue Shield has been liberal 
in its interpretation and has paid for 
alveolectomies performed along with 
tooth extractions. It should be noted 
that some of our members have ob- 
jected to this as an abuse of Blue 
Shield and as a subterfuge to obtain 
payment for the normal extraction of 
teeth. The resolution under consider- 
ation attempts to reverse the program 
and demands payment for extractions 
done along with alveolectomies. This, 
we believe, would so increase the cost 
of the Blue Shield dental program, 
that there would have to be a sizable 
increase in premiums to absorb it. 

Even under the existing program, 
Blue Shield has found the cost of al- 
veolectomies so high that in January 
of this year it was preparing to elimi- 
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nate alveolectomy benefits from its 
program. The Hospital Dental Serv- 
ice Committee is currently negotiating 
with Blue Shield representatives in an 
efort to arrive at an equitable solu- 
tion to the problem. 

We recommend the rejection of this 
resolution. 


Resolution #5. To include payment 
for the incision and drainage of dental 
abscesses in the office. 

This resolution is contrary to two 
major principles of the Blue Shield 
program. It requests payment for the 
extraction of teeth, and it requests 
payment for a procedure performed in 
the office. The committee believes 
that it would be unwise to seek a 
change in these basic principles by 
way of demanding payment for as 
relatively an uncostly procedure as 
the simple incision and drainage of 
an abscess. 

We recommend the rejection of this 
resolution. 


Resolution—tLehigh Valley Dental Society 

The Society has been debating the 
problem of special dental hospitals 
for several years. It has been under 
study by the Board of Trustees, by a 
special committee of the Board of 
Trustees, and by the Hospital Den- 
tal Service Committee. During this 
period, the number of licensed dental 
hospitals has doubled. These hospi- 
tals were licensed under the minimal 
requirements of the Department of 
Welfare. These hospitals have had no 
supervision as to the quality of service 
they render, the qualifications of the 
men who operate them, or the facilities 
which they have availab!e for render- 
ing their services. 

The Reference Committee is of the 
opinion that the time has come for 
the State Society to assume the re- 
sponsibility for the standards that a 











dental hospital shall meet to permit 
it to go into and continue operation. 
A hospital meeting these standards 
shall be so designated by a system of 
accreditation by the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society. The require- 
ments for accreditation should be 
worked out by the Hospital Dental 
Service Committee, a task which that 
committee has already begun. 

We wish to submit the following 
resolution to the House of Delegates: 


Resolved That the House of Dele- 
gates approve the principle of accredi- 
tation of private dental hospitals by 
the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety, and that requirements for such 
accreditation be developed by the 
Hospital Dental Service Committee. 

Resolutions— 
Sixth District and Second District 

The Reference Committee con- 
sidered these two resolutions jointly 
for the following reason. On June 1 
of this year, the Department of Wel- 
fare, which controls mental hospitals, 
and the Department of Publie Assist- 
ance, which controls the dental pro- 
gram for recipients of public assist- 
ance, will be merged into one Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. 

In view of the sizable dental pro- 
gram which this department will have 
to handle, the Committee is of the 
opinion that it will be essential for the 
department to employ a full-time den- 
tist to supervise the dental program. 
It shall be the responsibility of this 
dentist to improve the quality of den- 
tal treatment rendered, to secure the 
qualified dentists to become associated 
with the program, and to achieve a 
better salary schedule for these den- 
tists than now exists. 

We submit the following resolu- 
tions: 


Resolved, that the Pennsylvania 





State Dental Society submit to the 
Secretary of Public Welfare a request 
that he appoint a full-time dentist to 
head the dental program in the De- 
partment of Public Welfare and that 
the dentist shall be chosen from a list 
submitted by the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society. 


Resolved, that the House of Dele- 
gates instruct the Liaison Committee 
of the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety to seek to negotiate with the 
representatives of the Department of 
Public Welfare to achieve a more 
equitable fee schedule for dental treat- 
ment given to recipients of public 
assistance. 


There are five departments in the 
State government with independent 
dental programs. These programs 
differ in quality and are in some cases 
operated without supervision by a 
dentist. It seemed to the Reference 
Committee that at this time, when we 
request the appointment of a dentist- 
supervisor in the Department of Pub- 
lie Welfare, it would be appropriate 
to point out the great need for some 
process of developing a central au- 
thority for the purpose of coordinating 
the various dental programs. It 


seemed to us that this should be g 
function of the Division of Dent] 
Health of the Department of Health. 

We, therefore, submit this resoly- 
tion: 


Resolved, that the Pennsylvania 
State Dental Society request the Goy- 
ernor to grant authority to the Diree. 
tor of the Division of Dental Health 
of the Department of Health to as- 
sume the responsibility for coordi- 
nating the dental programs within 
other departments of the Common- 
wealth. 


Resolution—Philadelphia Society of 
Exodontists and Oral Surgeons 
The Reference Committee thor- 
oughly concurs with this resolution. 
We recommend its adoption with the 
change that copies be sent not only 
to the American Dental Association, 
but also to the American Medical As- 
sociation, the American College of 
Surgeons, the Joint Commission on 
Hospital Accreditation and the Amer- 
ican Academy of Oto-Rhino-Laryn- 
gology.

A recommendation by the Place of Meeting Committee to com- 
bine the 59 meeting with a cruise was rejected. The Delegates also 
rejected a recommendation that the Association sponsor a cruise either 
before or after the business sessions in 1959. 

The decision to return to Harrisburg is a tribute to the officers 
and committees who for the last three years made every effort to put 
on a worthwhile meeting for the members of the Association. The 
1958 general chairman and his committee chairmen and members are 
to be commended for arranging and directing a very successful affair. 
It is expected that the 1959 sessions will be even better.
